The metallurgical plant near KURCH ($6926°E/45023'N), Crimes , 

is on the northwestern edge of KA: NSHHURIN, a southern 
suburb of .anchi:, about 420 feet west of the railroad line lead- 
ine from LERCH to the sou.h (location see annex 1), 


2. Plant Installations 


The plant covers an srea 3 about 1,500 x 750 feet, “QO percent 

of which is built up. Piant construction started after the war 
and the bare structures ware completed by 1949. The buildings 
were still being plastered, All interior work was dene by only 
ooeviets. «a railroad connection was not yet available, but aceon de 
ing to woviet statements, the construction was olanned. The 
electric current was surrilied by an auxiliary mobile nower plant 
of three railroad cars at:oqut three miles south of the metallurgical 
plant next to the destroyed. sower plant, in the vicinity of the 
coast (for plant layout sac annex 2). This sketch shows: only
